This, however, may be but one of the many bits of 
Court gossip that the enemies of Ricasoli systematically diffuse ; 
he has long been hateful to the mere courtier class that 
surround the person of the King. But no doubts of this kind 
affect the reply made by Ricasoli to a question put in the 
Chamber on the subject of the societies of provision that 
exist or are in process of formation all over Italy, These 
societies originate with the party of action, which now 
comprises in one vast body the followers alike of Garibaldi 
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and Mazzini, The aim of the societies is to keep up the fervour 
of the national life and to secure the success of the national 
determination to obtain Venice and Rome, The Ultramontanes 
of the Church, and the reactionaries uf politics, are of course 
most anxious to put them down, On the other hand, the 
great bulk of the Liberal party as warmly support them. 
But what did the Premier think of them? What the King? 
These were the questions that were being eagerly discussed in 
every circle, until they found expression in the Chamber 
recently, and Ricasoli rose to explain the views of Government, 
These were just what every true-hearted Englishman must 
have desired, and what the whole Italian nation has doubtiles 
received with grateful and patriotic emotion, In calm 
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and measured language, which evinced at once his respect for 
constitutional government and his generous confidence in his 
countrymen, he said :—“ The right of meeting and association 
could not and should not be curtailed, The Government ought 
to maintain a strict legality; and, having investigated the 
object of these committees, they had found it to contain no 
danger to the country, The Government would take care that 
the laws should not be infringed.” It was only three days after 
this manly and statesmanlike answer that Ricasoli resigned ; 
probably in obedience to some hint from the King, which it is 
supposed was conveyed by the Prince de Carignano, To appre- 
ciate the under-currents of feeling with which this conversation 
was listened to, we must remember that it was part of Cavour's 
policy to treat with hostility and scorn every one connected, or 
supposed to be connected, with the party of action. Hence the 
bitter fruit that he realised for the Government at Naples, where 
he entirely failed, until Cialdini was appointed, who made 
overtures to the very men who had been previously kept at 
arm’s length, and thus for the first time succeeded, And then, 
or not long after, he was removed—a fact to be remembered 
just now, when it is said he has been invited to join the new 
Government of Ratazzi, and has, after negotiation, declined. 

That the King is responsible for Ricasoli’s act is, we fear, beyond 
question. He would not otherwise, under the present critical 
circumstances, receive such a resignation, What, then, is his 
motive? Merely personal dislike? If so, it augurs ill for the 
King’s future peace and for the welfare of his subjects that he 
should plunge the country into confusion for so small a matter, 
And yet even this would be a less alarming explanation than 
another that so readily occurs, Is Victor Emmanuel weary of 
playing the part of constitutional King, and desirous to go back 
some few but decided steps towards despotism? Or lastly, is he, 
with that pliancy of character in political matters which has been 
attributed to him, and which has seemed so fall of promise in a 
Monarch whose duty it is to be guided by the advice of respon- 
sible Ministers—is heinfluenced by some unseen but not unknown 
power whose behests he cannot resist, even when these threaten 
to weaken the loyalty, respect, and affection of his own subjects? 

The very choice of Ratazzi makes this last explanation but 
too likely to be the true one, His mysterious journey to Paris 
not long ago, his interviews with the Emperor, his coquettings 
with the French press, are all freshly remembered, It has been 
known for some time that the tone and temper of the old 
Tuscan noble, however honourable to him as an Italian Minister 
jealous of the dignity and independence of his country, were 
highly distasteful to Louis Napoleon; and it has been supposed 
that he would see with satisfaction his removal in favour of 
Ratazzi. And now, suddenly, the change is accomplished, 

It is then at Paris, in all probability, rather than at Taria that 
we must seek for the solution of this the latest form of the 
Italian enigma, And significant indeed in their mystery are 
all the phenomena that there present themselves, Renewed 
agitation among the people, and especially among the students, 
who contrive generally over the whole Continent to be foremost 
in the expression of popular desire ; “guilty intrigues ;” and, asa 
consequence of this agitation, or of the intrigues thus designated 
by the Government, multiplied arrests. Papers of political satire 
couched in the garb of poetry are falling, it is said, like snow 
about the streets, Liberal professors are suspended from the 
exercise of their functions, Press warnings still alarm and 
irritate. The Emperor and a Committee of the Chamber he 
called into existence have been in conflict so severe about 
a pension to the General who lei the French forces in 
China that the former has been tempted into writing a 
passionate and wilful epistle; and the latter, wonderful 
to relate, have, in spite of that unprecedented act, had the 
courage to abide by their first intention and refused to create an 
hereditary charge upon the empire for such purposes, But here 
the instinctive sagacity of Louis Napoleon has come into play, 
On the very eve of a crisis, and while the funds were falling with 
alarming rapidity, he has, with admirable tact, withdrawn the 
bill in order to substitute another of a more general character, 
to which, doubtless, the Chamber (charmed by its own signal 
triumph on so delicate a question as political independence) will 
be sure to accede. But what is there in such questions, or even 
in the graver difficulty of the suffering at Lyons and other manu- 
facturing towns, to explain the general uneasiness of France at 
the present moment? They do not explain it, But we have only 
to recall another subject that has lately engaged the attention of 
the French Senate,—we have only to glance at the person 
of one of the speakers there and follow his vivid eloquence to 
know what it is that just now disturbs France, and makes every 
other European country a deeply-interested observer. 

It is but a short time ago that the ridicule which 
had previously been so unjustly directed against Louis 
Napoleon while he was only the Prince-pretender was 
with equal severity and with equal inapplicability turned 
against his cousin. We knew him chiefly by a vulgar nick- 
mame ; measured all his doings by the belief that he was a 
jaded voluptuary in search of a throne; and held his intellect 
and character alike in contempt, That man is now the foremost 
of French orators, the foremost of French patriots, He has 
had the rare courage to stand almost alone in the French Senate 
in order to defend the cause of political liberty, a free press, 
and a free Italian nation, A more awfal phenomenon, p2rhaps, 
could scarcely have been presented to the inmates of that 
luxurious. chamber than the image of a Napoleon, born under 
the purple, and having at his back all the devotion of the great 
bulk of the peasantry for every one who bears his name, rising 
to defend the Revolution, to advocate political progress, and to 
demand, in nobly-impassioned language, the withdrawal of those 
troeps from Rome that now alone support the temporal power 
of the Pope, keep him in antagonism to the newly-eonstitated 
Italian nation, nourish the plots for a return of the Bourbon 
Francis to Naples, the Dukes of Tuscany and Modena to their 
former territories, and, above all, of Austria to Lombardy. Bat 


the French Ultramontanes and Legitimists might forgive him 
even these heavy offences did he not perpetrate a still greater 
outrage upon all their views and aims :—he will persist in putting 
his own policy before the world as though it were the real 
though yet unavowed policy of the Emperor, That is the sting 
of his eloquence, In vain do Ministerial speakers repudiate the 
views of the Prince: that personage had himself said they 
would do so, And by that very fact the Prince has beforehand 
weakened all official denial, and even cast an air of ridicule over 
the attempt which must be peculiarly unpleasant to the actors. 
But does the Prince speak truly when he promulgates his own 
as the Emperor's policy? It would be about as easy to answer 
the question as to extract from the Egyptian sphinx an expla- 
nation of the mystery that has stimulated and provoked the 
imaginations of men for so many ages, But there is one clue, 
we think, to the political labyrinth in which it is Louis Napoleon's 
custom to walk, We always find him waiting and watching 
when rival powers are in presence, encouraging them in a kind 
of irresponsible way to develop themselves; and then, when he 
steps in at last, one can see that he is guided in his self-imposed 
task of arbiter very much by the consideration, first, of which 


his interference redound alike to his own dynastic interests and 
the “ glory” of his name and country, If this view be correct, 
it matters little whether he abstractedly thinks liberty or 
despotism best for France, a temporal Pope bad or good for 
Italy ; the question with him will be, “ Are the Liberals strong 
enough to endanger my throne if I don’t compromise with them ? 
and, if I do yield to them, are they strong enough to enable me, 
with my other supporters, to defy the hostility of the priesthood? 
And, if both these questions be answered in the affirmative, will 
they, when their power is so greatly increased by success, be 
still willing to recognise my throne and allow the coup-d’état to 
pass quietly into oblivion or, at least, to be only historically 
remembered ?” 

These are, we believe, the secret questions that occupy and 
perplex the mind of the Emperor. And we cannot but fancy 
that his cousin appreciates the position and is loyally striving 
to secure the conclusion that the Emperor would, on the truth 
of this hypothesis, be glad to accept. Why, then, does he still 
keep his troops in Rome? Why does he use all his influence 
over Victor Emmanuel to destroy the austere but patriotic 
Ricasoli? Because—to use an old and favourite image—he 
believes the pear is not fully ripe; perhaps, even, may never 
become so, although sun and breeze are alike promising. He 
knows that if he begins to advance there is no retracing one 
single step without the greatest danger; and yet he must 
advance, because irresistibly pressed on, unless he refases to do 
so, and obstinately plants his foot just where he is, Thus he 
will not allow the rights of meeting and association to 
be so boldly proclaimed in Italy by its Government, while 
he himself is obliged to exercise the strictest control over 
both rights in France, Thus he will not allow the people 
of Rome to demonstrate by public displays their hatred 
of priestly tyranny and determination to be free; so his 
troops occupy the streets in all the panoply of war, and with 
batteries of cannon planted in commanding situations, when 
inconvenient gatherings are expected, So that, at last, we find

Pope denies them Rome, They must conquer both, but by very 
different processes, They can fight Austria, they cannot fight 
France: they owe too much to her. But for this very 
reason must they keep up the wholesome agitation of the 
political atmosphere which can alone enable them to breathe 
freely under such restraint, And for that very reason also 
must they look with alarm upon the downfall of the man who 
supported necessary agitation while keeping it within legal 
bounds ; and upon the advent of him who is supposed, whether

It would appear that 
no time was to be lost, the victors in Tennessee were pushing 
onwards, and, though the charactér of the country rendered a 
check possible at any moment, it was not thought that they 
would meet serious opposition for some time to come, It is 
also reported that Savannah has fallen, and there is no impro- 
bability in the news. At length, therefore, the North may 
fairly be said to be putting out its strength in earnest and 
delivering the eective blows which might have been expected 
from the magnitude of its preparations, The Secretary at 
War has availed himself of these successes to rebuke in a 
stern Puritan tone the language in which various American 
writers have sought to imitate the Napoleonic bombast, whieh, 
as he says, began in “infidel France,” and led the French up to 
Waterloo, There is no “ organisation of victories,” he says, the 
triumph being due to the spirit of the Lord putting valour into 
the soldiery of the North, But there is too much love for fine 
writing and grandiloquence in America to make the stern 
Secretary's reproof very effectual, We do not suppose that, in 
the present state of the American mind, any expressions of 
English admiration for the gallantry of the Federals will 
be received with favour; but we may put on record, to be 
read when all ill-feeling shall have subsided, that, apart from 
the satisfaction felt in England at any success obtained against 
the advocates of slavery, we are proud of the bravery of our 
cousins, and are ready to recognise in the endurance which they 
have displayed under trying circumstances an evidence that 
their relationship to the conquerors in the Crimea, India, and 
China, is more real than many will allow. We shall, of course, 
be told that these sentiments are curiously coincident with the 
success which is said, unfairly, to be the idol of England; but 
we will bear that, simply remarking that we have nothing to 
gain by a Northern triumph, whereas we might be commercially 
benefited by the establishment of the South, 

French intrigues, and a still less respectable influence, have at 
last overthrown the Ricasoli Ministry, and the proud, reserved, 
upright Baron retires in favour of Ratazzi. Efforts have beenmade 
to show that King Victor Emanuel has behaved exceedingly well 
in the crisis, and perhaps, all allowances being made for the double 
screw that has been put upon the pleasure-loving Monarch and 
his natural dislike for his harsh Minister, there is not much to 
be said against him for having yielded to the force of circum- 
stances. Upon the Franco-Italian question we have written 
elsewhere, 

We looked forward with a confidence that was not misplaced 
to the results of the Windham case as certain to impel the head 
of our legal system into reforming action, The Lord Chancellor 
has introduced a bill for amending the law of lunacy. The chief 
points of his plan are—firstly, the abolition of the Master as the 
tribunal for taking cognisance of lunacy inquiries, and the handing 
over such cases to a judge and jury; secondly, the making it 
lawful to examine the supposed lunatic at the beginning of the pro- 
ceedings instead of at the end; thirdly, the dispensing with 
medical testimony, except in regard to facts when other evidence 
fails; and, fourthly, the limiting to two years the period of 
history to be investigated. Lord Westbury's bill was generally 
approved by the Law Lords, and it is probable that a valuable 
Act will be added to the unpromising list of measures in 1862, A 
bill for relieving the Sovereign from the labour of affixing the 
sign-manual to thousands of military commissions has been intro- 
duced, and some technical scruples which, of course, the lawyers 
in the House have thought it their duty to feel, will be overturned 
by common sense and a desire to do aught that can tend to 
the comfort of the Sovereign. A curious point was made one 
evening by Mr, Whalley, who wished to know whether an address 
of condolence with her Majesty, which purported to come from 

Maynooth, were not a forgery, inasmuch as the vaunted dis-

Westminster — in ere -_ and —— building. a

encyclopedia in stone, as it may be called, of religious art and history, 


where 
every stone is kissed 
By sound, or ghost of sound. 
Its history is too well known to need anything being said here con- 
cerning it. And it is almost superfluous to remark on the incongruity 
of the details of the upper portions of the towers with the lower and 
ancient part, Sir Christopher Wren certainly knew nothing about 
Gothic art, At a distance the defects are not so perceptible, and the 
whole forms an Ss The low plain-looking building that 
abuts upon the right-hand corner is the exterior of the famous 
Jerusalem Chamber where “ on a pallet before the fire” died Henry IV., 
whom Shakspeare makes to say, when told where he was,— 
It hath been hesied to me man : 
I should not die | bat in Jerusalem, jie 
Which vainly I supposed the Holy Land. 


The granite column crowned by St. George and the Dragon, which stands 
out so vividly against the time-blackened front of the Abbey, has been 
lately erected, from the designs of Mr. G, G. Scott, to the memory of 
of the “ Westminsters” who fell in the Crimean War, It is a pleasing 
innovation upon the stereotyped style of our columnar monuments. 
On the right of the Abbey Towers rises the fine mass of the Victoria 
Tower, in itself a monument to the genius of Barry; between 
this and the former appear other portions of the Abbey; and among 
the buildings in front may be discovered the roof of Weat- 
minster School. Dean’s-yard, where the boys play, is still more to the 
right. On the left, next the Abbey, is St. Margaret’s Church, which 
may almost be called a part of the former, as it was analy by 
the Confessor, to relieve the Monks of the Minster from incon- 

veniences attending its use as a parish church. St, Margaret's has 

been twice rebuilt, and also ired in 1735 and 1803. In it are buried 

several illustrious perssnag™, among them the printer, William 

Caxton, Lord Howard of Effingham, Elizabeth’s gallant High Admiral ; 

Sir Walter Raleigh, brought hither after his execution in the neigh- 

bouring Palace-yard ; also Milton’s wife Catherine, the “late espoused 

saint” of his twenty-third sonnet ; within some very interesting portions 

of the ancient building still remain. The beautifully-painted east 

window, representing the Crucifixion, has quite a history attached to 
it. It was made in Holland for presentation to Henry VII. for his 
chapel in the Abbey, but, the King dying before it was completed, it 
fell into the hands of the Abbot of Waltham, who kept it in his church 
till the Dissolution, At that time, for preservation, it was sent to New 
Hall, in Wiltshire, and was peas Lee Dg with the house, by Thomas 
Villiers, Duke of Buckingham, whose son sold them to General Monk, 
This was the time when all such sacred subjects were counted super- 
stitious, and it would doubtless have been destroyed had not Monk 
buried it. At the Restoration it was again put up in the Chapel of 
New Hall. Again it was threatened; the chapel was pulled down by 
a new possessor, who, however, hoping to sell the windows to some 
church, preserved and sold it fora chapel at Epping; finally it was 
sold im the last century to the committee for repairing St. Margaret's. 
This church is used by the members of the House of Gommone during 


the sittings of Parliament. 

Above St. Margaret’s a the roof of Westminster Hall and 
portions of the Houses of Parliament, Next in the view rises the 
elegant clock-tower of the “ Houses ;” the space between this and the 
Victoria Tower shows the t extent of ground occupied b: 
the Houses of Parliament, e picture here is pleasantly diversifi 
by groups of trees: the houses above them form one side of Palace- 
yard, and beyond these may be seen, on aclear day, the Monument 
and various spires of the City churches, The substantial battlemented 
building on the extreme left is Westminster Hospital. Running 
through the busy thoroughfare is one of Train’s street-railway 
carriages, which plies between Westminster and Pimlico, and seems to

like a war-trumpet, summons them forth for action. At a certain 
season—nay, almost on a certain day and at a certain hour, there arrive 
on the seaboards of Syria, always during the night, clouds upon clouds 
of quails, which have flitted over ocean and land Heaven only knows 
for how many days or over what space, exhausted and weary, and 
which invariably alight amongst the seaside plains where the wild 
myrtles grow in bushy abundance, under which they can find shelter 
and rest; for though the keenr~e of the hungry hawks can espy 
their resting-places, the birds are safe from their talons so long as they 
venture not into the open intervals of sandy waste. The peasants 
have long studied the advent of these birds with as great gusto as the 
most devoted astronomers would the return of a comet, and they long 
for the appearance with a far keener appetite and certainly less fear 
of indigestion or disappointment. uts and watchmen have 
been out night as oe t, and not even the accursed howl of 
the jackals can interfere with their keen sense of hearing 
as the approach of the ha victims is wafted over the 
ocean by the midnight breeze. Even the jackals keep silence, for they 
krew as well as the oldest —- that there is something good in the 
shape of a fleshy repast nigh at hand ; and they get first served, and 

rhaps get the lion’s share, What shall we liken their coming unto? 
Nothing better, surely, than a heavy squall at sea—first indistinctly, 
but rapidly clearer and clearer, the voices of many waters drawn by an 
angry wind ; and even on the darkest of dark nights there is a black cloud 
that out-blacks everything on the horizon. The scouts know it: the 
jackals know it; so do the ferrets, weasles, and other things of a 
bloodthirsty and pee, oJ ition. These are the quails close 
at hand; and half an hour afterwards they have alighted, exhausted, 
upon the inhospitable land which receives them, and seek refuge as 
best they can amongst the Ly apres already described. 

Long before daylight, all ts of half a score villages are 
up and ready for a terrible chase me upon the new arrivals, Grand, 
indeed, are the preparations upon occasions ; and every woman, 
old, young, ugly, or the reverse, is laid under contribution, and 
with her “izzar,” or e wrapper (which is mostly an old sheet, 
but without which, enveloping her from head to foot, she dare not 
venture abroad), to serve as subterfuge wings for the monstrous birds 
of prey that are to intimidate the unhappy quails, and drive them into 
hopeless captivity. All the vi curs have been coaxed into 
imprisonment through the medium of fictitious bones, grease besmeared, 
to tantalise their never-satisfied appetites—for one bark would be fatal 
to the day’s success, All the small children have been stuffed with 
water-melons and cold rice, or burghul, until, in | with sur- 
feiture, they coil themselves into corners of huts cry themselves 
safely to sleep. Then, and not till then, the villagers assume their 
sporting attire, which certainly is as singular as it is neither costly nor 
es t. Yet, of a dark midnight, in a lonely field ornigh a gaveyard, 
— apparition would frighten many a bolder spirit than yours or 
mine into convulsions; the quails, = things, fortunately for them- 
selves, only suffer from like complaints after mortal injury has been 
done them, 

Pliant boughs from the mulberry are then bandaged to the men’s 
arms meeting at the nape of the neck, and to these, in front, are
